T’S funny how in moments of drama or suspense you 
always notice the little, insignificant things. I can remem- 
ber how the officers’ buttons gleamed in the warm after- 
noon sunshine as their fussy little pinnace slid alongside.

We lay hove-to on the long 
green swell, and there wasn't a 
sound on board except the faint, 
sibilant hiss of escaping steam as 
we stared across the water at the 
long, lean guns of the warship 
trained menacingly at us. 

She had raced down upon us at 
incredible speed from the rim of 
the horizon, twin feathers of foam 
from her bow, a wide 
wake creaming behind her, With 


| a whole ocean in which to play a 


gigantic game of hide-and-seek we 
still had been unable to elude the 
3ritish Navy. 

We were caught! 

It was what I had hoped and 
prayed for ever since we had 
slipped out of Martinique, for I 
was not passenger on that 
Vichy blockade runner of my own 
free will. 


On the Run 


If that British warship had not 
caught us off the African coast 
as we tried to sneak in to Casa- 
blanca I should probably not be 
alive today. Every mile we 
steamed towards France took me 
nearer death or the terrors of a 
Nazi concentration camp. 

For months, ever since I escaped 
pe, I had been on the

| run from the Fascists. A little 
| band of us had at last reached 
Martinique, but there was no 


haven for us there 

We were expelled, our papers 
ominously marked “To be handed 
to the Gestapo,” and put on 
board the Vichy ship for Bor- 
deaux. Even before we sailed it 
was easy to detect the uneasy 
atmosphere on board.

North, south, east and west we 
quested, sailing many hundreds of 
miles out of our course for days 
to dodge the lean grey hunters of 
the British Navy. 

In the danger zones the watch 
was trebled. Men in the crow’s- 
nest ceaselessly scanned the wide 
circle of the horizon through 
powerful glasses, 

That night there was even more 
talk below of the British Navy, 
and some of the men cursed the 
cargo we were carrying. 

“It isn’t as though we were 
running these risks for our own 
people,” grumbled one. “Do you 
think our women and children 
will grow fat on this cargo? The 
labels on those crates and bales 
mean nothing. They are all 
faked. The Nazis will get the lot.” 

“That’s true enough,” said 
another. “ We've never yet carried 
anything for our own folk. We 
can risk our lives for the stinking 
Boche while Frenchmen starve” 

So for many days we Sailed on, 
constantly changing course, some- 
times stopping dead in the middle 
of the night and turning com- 
pletely round as the captain 
issued frantic orders from the 
bridge.

steadily, each hour 
brought us that much closer to 
the dread moment when we should 
be handed over to the Nazis. 

After that a quick and merciful 
death against a blank wall one 
cold grey morning....or the lin- 
gering torture of the concentra- 
tion camp? 

I found it hard to sleep these 
nights. For hours I would stare 
up into the darkness, not daring 
to hope, a cold terror numbing my 
Senses- +.. 

And now the officers who had 
panicked at that first false alarm 
recovered their courage. They 
began to strut about the deck 
again and air their old contemptu- 
ous opinions about the British.

Rescue practices on deck became 
a mere formality.

only her but the Repulse, a ship 
of almost egual size, in a way 
reminiscent of our naval losses 
off Crete—by air attack to 
which we had no reply because 
our bases had been bombed. 

The obvious reply is that 
Russia, our close and able ally, 
should bomb from her Asiatic 
bases the extremely vulnerable 
Japanese towns. 

That, at the moment, she will 
not do. She has enough to 
occupy her planes on her Hitler 
front, probably, for weeks to 
come. 

Besides, although Japan is 
at war with all the rest, she, 
well supplied with three years’ 
food and enough oil for a 
major war of 18 months, with 
prospects of more to follow, is 
keeping off Russia, afraid of 
her bombs.

And the Prime Minister of Eng- 
land, appealing last week to 
Generalissimo Chiang-Kai-Shek, 
had to admit that, for a little 
while we were forced to close the 
Burma Road to him because, at 
that time, we dared not keep it 
open 

It is a grim, sad story, but the 
Chinese, refusing to dwell upon 
the past, answered Japan’s de- 
claration of war upon Britain and 
America by declaring war in her 
turn upon all the Axis Powers. 

And today her armies are doing 
all they can to relieve pressure 
upon British-occupied Hong Kong 
by their renewed and vigorous at- 
tacks upon the common enemy

O much for China and all 
S to her credit. But what of 
Russia? She, too, has had 
little cause to trust us in the past. 
She, too, 1s indebted to us now for 
material assistance and for our 
part in the war against the Nazis. 
But she has not yet declared 
war upon the Japanese. There 
may be excellent reasons for this, 
the most obvious of them being, 
of course, that she is bearing the 
brunt of battle against our prin- 
cipal enemy and cannot lightly 
undertake another major war on 
her Siberian frontiers.

realities of the situation and that 
we may look for even closer co- 
operation with our Russian allies.

It is highly encouraging, how- 
ever, to note the general tendencv 
in South America, Some of the 
greater nations in this vast con- 
tinent may cling to their neu- 
trality, but the sympathies of all 
are with our cause. 

This must be the more disap- 
pointing to the Nazis, seeing that 
for years they have been schem- 
ing and bribing and plotting to 
gain ascendency everywhere from 
Mexico to Cape Horn. 

And Hitler, ranting and raving 
more furiously than ever, could 
point to no friend except Japan 
anywhere beyond the confines of 
the Third Reich, apart. that is 
from the Italian “Empire” and 
the little Quisling countries under 
German domination. 

Even the tame Reichstag must 
have found it hard to reconcile 
this latest speech of their Fuehrer 
with the one he made some two 
months ago. Then he promised 
them the total defeat of Russia 
before the winter had set in. 

Now, without explanation .or 
excuse he owns that Germany 
looks for no further progress upon 
the Eastern Front until after the 
winter. 

Hitler’s figures of the casualties 
his troops have sustained in this 
ghastly campaign are simply gro- 
tesque. Informed American 
opinion multiplies them by four, 
and no German old enough to re- 
member the last war can possibly 
be deceived by them. 

But among all his lies, none was 
more significant than his asser- 
tion that President Roosevelt has 
always been the world’s chief 
warmonger.
